The" passing 
of the gunboats through the Macabee 
country was hailed with joyful demon- 
strations by the inhabitants. 


In the country passed over by the 


troops, temporarily civil administration 
had been inaugurated and a protection 
to the inhabitants against the insur- 
gents' abuses given as far as possible. 


Signs of insurgent disintergation was 


daily mauifeated. 


General Otis also cabled the following 


in answer to the query from .Secretary 
Alger asking about the return of the vol- 
unteers from the Philippines:

"The volunteer porganizrtions are the 


first to return, and are notv at Negros, 
and forty-five miles from Manila at the 
front. It is expected.-that the trans- 
ports now arriving wilHake the return- 
ing volunteers. The- volunteers under- 
stand that they will leave for the United 
States about the latter part of 
the 


month. They know the importance of 
their presence here at this time, and ac 
cept the sacrifice which the United 
State's interests make imperative. 
The 


transports returning this week are car- 
rying the sick and wounded.'' 


Manila, May 11.—General Manager 


Higgins of the railroad running be- 
tween Manila and Panjasinan has just, 
returned from the insurgent lines. He 
says that the peace commission head- 
ed by Major Arguelles -was sent by 
Aguinaldo because he was laboring un- 
der the impression that: the Americans 
were tired of fighting-, but were, too 
proud to ask a cessation of hostilities.

The 
local governments will be entirely in 
the hands of the natives, subject to 
certain supervision by the American 
authorities. 


The plan, .proposed amounts practic- 


ally to an autonomous system, and it

While the officials of the administra-

unique operation in shearing sheep by 
electricity, carried on at the state uni- 
versity farm: 


During the past two days sheep 


shearing by electricity has been carried 
on at tho university barn. 
The appara- 


tus used is a big hair clipper worked by 


flexible shaft. 
The clipper if, run un- 


er a sheep's coot just as a barber mows 
ff a head of hair. 
The whole outfit 


osts only $25, and it only takes about 


3. half an hour to learn to use it. 
It is 


a vast improvement over the old method 
of hand-clipping. 
The old method was 


.strernely exhausting. 
The machine 


was used experimently last year and 
his year thousands are being turned 
out.' In South St. Paul, 80.000 sheep 
were sheared this spring in this manner. 
The shearing is done by Frank Klein- 
leinz, the university Bhepard. 
There 


are about 100 sheep on the university 
farm, mostly Doreetts, and the average 
leece will weigh about ten pounds.

PIONEER 
RESIDENT 
DIES 


Alexander C. Itcssejfule Passed Away lust 


Evening. 


Alexander C. Resseguie, 
one of the 


pioneers of Wisconsin, passed into the 
shadows of the unknown beyond last 
evening at 5 o'clock, at the advanced 
age of ninety years.. He was taken ill 
with the grip about three months ago 
and since that time has continued to 
ftiil until death came as a relief and 
ended all earthly sufferings. 


The following facts are found in the 


Rock County Biographical History: 


Alexander Case Besseguie was a na- 


tive of Northampton, then in Montgom- 
ery county, now in Fulton county, New 
York,-and was born Sept. 13, 1809. He 
was therefore in his ninetieth year of his 
age at the time of his death. He was 
descended from Huguenot 
ancestors, 


who left Franco on account of religious 
persecution. He-was the fourthtof eight 
children, and until he attained his ma- 
jority he remained under ; the parental 
roof, attending district school during 
the winter season. In 1833 he entered 
the employ of his uncle as bookkeeper 
and the following spring he entered 
Yates County Academy as a student. 
He taught and attended school alter- 
nately for several years. In the spring 
of 1856, the 
first 
year 
of 
the 


organized 
existence of the 
Repub. 


lican 
party 
in 
Rock 
county, he 


was elected county clerk for two years 
and in consequence moved to this city. 
On the election of his successor, Levi 
Alden, Mr. Resseguie was made deputy 
clerk and continued to keep the records 
of the county during the term of Mr. 
Alden. In 1864 Mr. Resseguie again 
entered upon agricultural pursuits, but 
the following year sold his farm and 
once more returned to Janesville that he 
might secure better advantages of edu- 
cation for his children. In the same 
year he purchased the home on Benton 
avenue, where he continued to live the 
remainder of his days. 


On February 22, 183t>, the deceased 


was united in marriage with Miss Je- 
rusha Norton. The result of their union 
was four children, three of whom -are 
still living.
